DIGGING TREJNCUES IORBEET DKYINQ. 


The Maine Beet Sugar Company have 
fllty men at work on the right hand 
side of the tiaosfer 
station, at Portland 


trenching some fen acres of upland. This 
upland 13 of sandy soil and tbe men are 
gridironing it w|th trenches 7 feet wide, JO 
inches deep, and 100 feet long. The beets 
are delivered from tbe cars right alongside 
of these pits, wliich are then filled -with 
them, 'Ihe beets are heaped up thirty 
inches high above tho surface, and slanting 
towird Ihc side of the pits, and arc then 
covered to a few1 luehes depth with hay,and 
six mi-lies of soil. Before the freezing 
wi ithcr comes the btcts will be coveied 
wilh IS inches additional soil taken from 
Ihe sides of thu trenches, \\lncb arc thor- 
oughly dratnt-d. The trci.chcs ire also 
vcnta Ited every fifteen ieet so as to cast 
Ilif moi-ann oil from the beets.
